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Commission 

1) The communication filed on 02/27/04 is non-responsive to the prior Office Action mailed 06/27/03, 
because claims 33-35, as amended currently, shift away from the elected invention, and are now directed to an 
invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally elected. These elected and examined 
claims are no more drawn to antigenic subunits derived from 5. burgdorferii isolates. With the current 
amendment, the subject matter of claims 33-35 shifts to invention I set forth in the restriction requirement 
mailed 1 1/12/02 in the instant case, drawn to a bacterin comprising two non-crossprotective inactivated B, 
burgdorferii isolates, and to invention I that was prosecuted in the prior application, SN 08/722,013. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide^ Applicant is required to submit a proper response within 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the date of this letter or within the time remaining in the 
response period of the last Office action, whichever is longer within which to supply the omission or correction 
in order to avoid abandonment.
